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FOR PSA 
SHAKE-UP 


THE backlog of vital 
maintenance and repair 
work for major public 
buildings is increasing 
pressure for reorganisa¬ 
tion of the Government’s 
Property Services Ag¬ 
ency. 

Critics say it is too remote 
from the needs of its client 
bodies, for example major 
museums, and that as a result 
it is not cost-effective. 

And pressure for change has 
grown as tTVesult of a recent

series of disasters in PSA- 
conlrolled buildings. 

These include the fire at 
Hampton Court, a flood nnd 
serious water leak at the Victoria 
& Albert Museum, and flooding 
at the British Museum. 

Already the Government has 
embarked on a policy of “unty¬ 
ing" existing maintenance ar¬ 
rangements, whereby the PSA 
carries out all this sort of work. 

But Tory MP Tim Rathbone 
has called for more fundamental 
action, following a Parliament¬ 
ary question about the agency’s 
performance. 

He said new environment 
secretary Nicholas Ridley 
should undertake a “rigorous 
review" of the agency. He told 
BD that the PSA was "perhaps 
not very well equipped to carry 


out large scale works speedily 
and efficiently*’. 

An initiative setup three years 
ago to try to tighten up the 
running of the PSA was de¬ 
scribed as “unsuccessful” by a 
PSA spokesman. 

And John Lynch, who re¬ 
signed at the end of last year as 
PSA director of architectural 
services, said he believed the 
agency needed to be more 
“client dedicated”. 

“It is difficult for a large 
organisation lo be run effi¬ 
ciently,” he said. Lynch also 
questioned the motivation and 
dedication of subcontractors 
hired by the PSA, and said 
inflexibility of budgets was 
another problem. 

Criticism of the PSA’s per¬ 
formance comes as it awaits the 
publication of the Director of 
Public Prosecutions’report next 
month on fraud in the agency, 
the conclusion of a three-year 
police investigation. 

But besides lack of confidence* 
in the PSA’s management of 
projects, museums and galleries 
want to have more accountable 
cost and quality control. 

The V&A. for example, has a 
£26 million urgent repairs and 
modernisation bill. 

The British Museum, which is 
expected to lead the way in being 
“untied" from the PSA, said a 
major concern was that “we have 
no direct control over the chaps 
with the hammers and chisels, 
many of whom are recruited by 
the day and need supervision by 
our own security staff’, _

Plans for the expansion of London's 
third airport have reached the (Inal 
hurdle. 

The British Airports Authority hos 
applied to Ut llesford District Council 
Tor detailed planning consent Tor the 
Foster Associnles designed terminal 
at Slansicd, F.ssex. (The picture 
shows the relal lonshlp of the structure 
to the undercroft, essential services, 
root and cladding.) 

With an annual capacity of 7-8 
million passengers, the terminal 
represents around half the cost of nn 
eight-year £290 million expansion 
plan. 

If planning permission Is obtained, 
building will begin later this year with 
opening scheduled Tor late 1990. 

Id addition lo the terminal, 10 per 
cent of the nrea will be allocated to 
landscaping Including the planting of 
250,000 trees and shrubs. 

All public facilities are provided on 
a single concourse floor wltb arrival 
and departure zones side by side, 
while transport planning is helped by 
an undercroft to Incorporate a 
proposed British Rail stntEon. There 
arc no engineering services at roof 
level, permitting a simple form free 
from mechanical plant housings or 
equipment. 

Simplicity is a keynote of the 
terminal design, which reduces 
walking distances for passengers and 
keeps routes Inrgely linear.

Baker takes 
parting shot 
at councils

But he claimed things had 
improved since vacant land 
registers were set up. “Quite a lot 
of this derelict land is owned by 
local authorities, and nearly all 
of it is owned by statutory 
authorities," he said. 

Baker said £90m in derelict 
land grant and £25m in urban 
development grant was avail¬ 
able every year to assist local 
authorities: "I wish it were 
possible to educate certain 
councils to get un with the 
business of disposing of that 
land. 

“It is morally indefensible to 
allow land to lie vacant when it 
could be used for industrial 
development and for houses." 

He praised “the triumphant 
success of the greatest reclama¬ 
tion of any inner city area in the 
world — London Docklands’*. 


Patten considers DIY 
option for tenants 


DO-ii-yourself enthusiasts on 
council waiting lists could be 
given empty homes to renovate 
in return for a rent-free period. 

Housing minister John Pat¬ 
ten told Tory MP John Heddlc 
during a discussion on house¬ 
building and homelessness that 
his suggestion was “a possi¬ 
bility". 

He said the Labour Party had 
pur forward a similar idea 
during the passage of the 
Housing & Planning Bill and 
that it was "clearly some¬ 
thing to consider". 

He agreed with another Tory 
that Left-wing authorities which 
refused to enter partnerships 
with private developers were 
den ying tliei rci t izens the right to 
decent housing; 

“I think that the tenants will, 


in the end, force councils to take 
action that they should have 
taken long ago. Iftheydonotdo 
so, we may have to take action,*’ 

Time limit 
for action 

LOCAL authorities will be 
given nine months from their 
initial inspection of condi¬ 
tions in houses in multiple 
occupancy to prepare a strategy 
for dealing with them. 

Previously the Government’s 
Housing (Multiple Occupa¬ 
tion) Bill, now going through 
Parliament, included no time 
limit. An amendment by Lord 
Kilbracken to that effect has 
now been accepted. 


More shopping centres 
planned for North-east 


SHOPPING centre Fever hashil 
the North-east following the 
successful opening of developer 
John Hall’s Metrocenlre in 
Newcastle. 

Three new planning applica¬ 
tions for similar developments 
have been made to North 
Tyneside Council, 

But local councils have ob¬ 
jected to some of the plans and 
two schemes for sites at Seaton 
Burm already seem to be in 
doubt. 

Newcastle-based architects 
Stewart & Southern have come 
up with a £24 million shopping

Nuclear 

'apathy' 

DESPITE the nuclear accident 
at Chernobyl, the British public 
has displayed overwhelming 
apathy towards nuclear shelters, 
according to Colin Croft, chair¬ 
man of the Federation of 
Nuclear Shelter Consultants & 
Contractors. 

He said this week that only 
around 500 private shelters have 
been built in Britain. 

And James Crabtree, the only 
architect member of the federa¬ 
tion, said interest since Cherno¬ 
byl had come mainly from the 
media. 

Crabtree has designed a 
system of shelters made out of 
helically wound steel ranging in 
size from2m X 2m to6mX 2.6m 
and costing from £3,000 to 
£10,000 before fitting out. 

He snid there had been 
interest from civil engineering 
firms and foreign buyers, but 
less than 10 had been sold to 
civilians in the UK.

deserves no exclamation mark — better 
the fruitful error than the sterile 
accuracy. And (he building which poses a 
question is equally valuable — even If 
that question is something like “Do we 
renlly wnnt our cities toincludebuildings 
which look like this?” And of course It is 
(he architecture that asks questions, or 
provokes (hem, which is most likely to 
stimulate others to provide fruitful 
answers. Another category of “question 
architecture' 1 is less interesting of course 
— the question being “why did they 
bother to build it?" One might take the 
latter sort of question, plus the exclam¬ 
ation, and describe (wo sorts of 
architecture in rather the same way that 
one can describe news stories.They come 
in two varieties: gee whiz! and so what? 

Happily there is plenty of good 
architecture, as there are good stories; 
which do not fall neatly into either of 
these crude types, which meet a brief 
rather than ask a question or make a

statement. Indeed, in the week that sees 
the opening for work of the new Lloyd’s 
building, there arc some who say 
architects should meet their brief In a 
modest fashion, keeping messages, k la 
Alfred Hitchcock, for Western Union.

IN 1981 Foster Associates 
were commissioned by the 
British Airports Authority to 

carry out architectural and 
planning feasibility studies 
for the development of in¬ 
creased passenger facilities at 
Stansted Airport. The prac¬ 
tice was subsequently 
appointed to develop de¬ 
tailed designs for n new 
terminal building. Here they 
describe their approach: 

*' I he brief lor i he new terminal 
building called for a design 
which would be economical, 
provide optimum passenger 
comfort and convenience, and 
allow internal flexibility for 
future modifications with the 
minimum of disruption. It was 
also considered important that 
the building should not appear 
intrusive in the generally rural 
landscape of the locality. 

The structural columns at 
concourse level are set on a 36 
metres square grid,generated by 
the functional requirements of 
the terminal and the need to 

E rovidc maximum layout flexi- 
ility on its passenger floor level. 
The supports for the roof form 
trcc-like structures comprising 
clusters of four interconnected 
tubular steel columns. These are 
angled at 4 metres above con¬ 
course level, to reduce the 
structural spacing at roof level 
loan 18 metres square grid. The 
roof is made up of lattice shell 
domes which obviate the need 
for dominant roof trusses or 
beams. Each dome rises to a 
height of 3 metres above eaves 
giving an overall maximum 
externa] height above concourse

From Jacob Blacker, London 
region education group 
ATa recent meeting ofthe RIBA 
London region education 
group, we were given an explan¬ 
atory talk by Peter Melvin about 
his extensive visits to many 
schools in the country and 
consultations with heads of 
schools. After his talk he asked 
some of the heads of schools 
present the following question; 

"As a result of recent Gov¬ 
ernment requirements to cut 
numbers and finance to archi¬ 
tectural schools, have you, the 
heads of London schools, made 
any creative contribution to the 
debntc?" 


The answer was a unanimous 
"No”, 

As a result of this answer, 
coupled with looking at the 
recent publication of the RfC's 
glossy new brochure claiming 
"design" as a surveyorservice.it 
became clear that the RIBA and 
practices should enter the 
debate at a creative level before 
we lose our initiative and our 
livelihood. 

With this in mind, I pm 
forward the following proposals 
for discussion and for increased 
education expenditure; 

I. Architectural studies based 
on the current curriculum for 
the first three years. 


2. Staff assess I he special bias of 
each student based on perform¬ 
ance. 

J. Fourth-year out to be placed 
in an office according to indi¬ 
vidual student bias. 

4. Fifth year and sixth year — 
the students to be streamed for 
some of the subjects. Stream No 
I — Design, planning and ap¬ 
prenticeship; No 2 — Project 
management and building fin¬ 
ance; No 3 — Technical de¬ 
velopments and building 
construction; No 4—Computer 
studies and community enabl¬ 
ing. 

Each of these graduates 
should be assured of a proper 
career structure; the technical 
student will become a super 
technician and be given equal 
status, pay and partnership to 
the designer architect and a 
similar commitment totheother 
streams. Practices both in public 
and private offices will benefit 
by having graduates and part¬ 
ners of specialisation and allow 


the beginner architects to con¬ 
centrate on solving the planning 
and strategy problems. 

I am not suggesting these 
subjects as a finite list or even 
that they are grouped as shown, 
but one thing is quite clear, 
architects are used as tech¬ 
nicians, project managers: com¬ 
puter boffins and their training 
in these subjects leaves them ill- 
equipped to do the job. 

If we do not act quickly, the 
RfCS will take most ofthe rehab 
and conservation work away 
from us and the expanding 
designer offices will be employ¬ 
ing all the architectural gradu¬ 
ates. 

The RIBA must act quickly to 
protect the practices and must 
approach Government for an 
increase in expenditure to cover 
these much needed and in¬ 
creased skills. New departments 
should be set up to meet these 
needs. This could be a unique 
opportunity for change. The 
RIBA should concentrate a

Croudace Ltd v Lambeth Bor¬ 
ough Council [Court of Appeal, 
March 1986) H 

This case was noted in BD 
(November !. 1985) when ii 
came before His Honour Judge 
John Newcy QC. sitting as 
Official Referee. Some of the 
points noted in (hat issue have 
now been considered by the 
Court of Appeal. 

Briefly, the issues arose out of 
a loss and expense claim by 
Croudace. The architect retired 
and no one was appointed by 
Lambeth to replace him, so 
there was no ascertainment 
earned out of Joss and expense. 
Croudace eventually issued n 
writ seeking judgment for loss 
and expense or nlternativelv 
damages Tor branch of contract'. 
Lambeth sought to have the 
action stayed under Section 4 of 


the Arbi(ruiU'ii An I95«.claim- 
mg ihere wu. a dispute wJiu.h 
was L.vcrcd by the terms u| the 
arbitration clause in the JCTf.J 
Contract between the parties. 

The Official Relcree n-1 used 
the application for a slay. He 
upheld Croudace‘s claim ih.il 
Lambeth was in breach «.l 
contract in cither tailing to 
appoint a replacement architect 
or otherwise ensuring that an 
ascertainment of the loss and 
expense claim was carried out. 
The Court of Appeal upheld this 
rinding. 

But the Official Referee also 
held that as the contractual 
machinery had broken down in 
connection with the ascertain¬ 
ment of loss and expense, it was 
open to the courts to carry out 
the ascertainment. (It should be 
noted that the breakdown of the 
contractual mnehinery is an 
express exception to the princi¬ 
ples in the Crouch cuse, namely, 
that only nnarbiiratorisemitled 
to open up and review the 
architect's decisions etc). In the 
Court ofAppciil,ii was common 
ground between the parlies that 
there could be no action before 
the cou rls far n loss and expense 
clnim simply because of the 
absence of nny architect's

certificate. In effect, n loss and 
expense claim is a matter for the 
architect or the arbitrator And 
not the court. 

Even so, the contractor had a 
claim for damages for breach of 
contract and this would include 


the loss and expense which 
would otherwise have been 
ascertained had Lambeth not 
been in breach of contract. 
Lambeth sought a slay of the 
proceedings in relation to this 
damages claim. The court 



accepted that the dispute in 
relation to this claim was within 
the arbitration clause. The 
question was whether the court 
should exercise the discretion 
given to it under Section 4 of the 
Arbitration Act I950torefusca 
stay of the proceedings so that 
the damages claim could be 
considered by the courts rather 
than an arbitrator. 

The court exercised its discre¬ 
tion and refused to grant the 
slay. One relevant consideration 
in determining the exercise of 
the discretion was theconduct of 
the party seeking the stay. The 
Court of Appeal said the con¬ 
duct of Lambeth "merits the 
strongest condemnation". 

The court inferred from this 
delay and failure that the object 
of such conduct was to postpone 
the evil day and accordingly no 
stay was ordered. Further, the 
Court of Appeal upheld the 
order of the Official Referee that 
there should be an interim 
payment of £100,000 to Crou¬ 
dace and held that the power of 
the court to make such an 
interim order, which power the 
arbitrator does not have (subject 
to agreed arbitration rules 
containing such power), was a 
further reason which could 
influence the exercise of the 
discretion whether to order a 
stay.

This disclaimer was not 
therefore communicated to the 
prospective purchasers until 
after they had committed them¬ 
selves to a binding transaction. 

The surveyors foiled to notify 
the building society in their 
report of sagging in a ceiling. 
The purchasers therefore had 
difficulty in reselling, despite 
remedying the defect. They 
claimed as damages the dif¬ 
ference between the valuation as 
given by the society on the basis 
of the surveyor’s report and the 
valuation which would other¬ 
wise have been given had the 
report properly referred to the 
defect. The purchasers* claim 
was upheld. 

Comment 

Even if the exclusion clause had 
been notified to the purchasers 
before they had committed 
themselves to a binding pur¬ 
chase, such a term would have 


had to satisfy the require¬ 
ments of Pan 2 or the Unfair 
Contract Terms Act 1977. In a 
somewhat similar case south »f 
the border, Stevenson v Nation¬ 
wide Building Society (1984), an 
exclusion clause in a building 
society s offer of advance was 
upheld as being fairand reason¬ 
able under Part 1 of the Aci.

THE unauthorised installation 
of upvc framed windows in a 
listed building at 17 Marine 
Parade, Brighton, was claimed 
to be both a breach of planning 
control and a breach of the listed 
building regulations and two 
enforcement notices were iss¬ 
ued.

The main contract was bet¬ 
ween Britoil as employer and 
Cleveland Offshore as contrac¬ 
tor; the subcontract being 
between Cleveland and RGE 
(Group Services). 

The main contract and the 
subcontract were closely inter¬ 
related. By way ofexample only, 
where the contractor was requi¬ 
red under the main contract to 
give any return, account or 
notice etc to the engineer or to 
the employer, the subcontractor 
was, in relation to the subcon¬ 
tract works, to give a similar 
return, account or notice to the 
main contractor so as to enable 
him to comply with the terms of 
the main contract. Cleveland 
claimed against Britoil for 
extensions of time and loss and 


expense t»r iik reused costs 
arising "lit «>f such matters as 
variations and lute instructions. 
ROE niude claims under the 
subcontract against Cleveland, 
sumeol which were on the same 
laciua! basis as the Cleveland 
claim against Britoil. 

In terms ol convenience and 
cost, it was clearly appropriate 
for all of those issues which 
affected all three parties to be 
dealt with in the same proceed¬ 
ings. For instance, Britoil was 
claiming in some instances lhat 
Cleveland had not provided the 
appropriate return account or 
notice under the main contract 
and Cleveland in turn was 
making the same point against 
the subcontractor, RGE, in 
respect of the same issues. 

RGE commenced legal pro¬ 
ceedings against Cleveland, the 
main contractor. It isimportant 
to appreciate that there was no 
arbitration clause in this parti¬ 
cular subcontract. Cleveland 
naturally enough wished to 
bring into the proceedings 
Britoil and purported to join it 
as third party. Britoil applied for 
a slay of the third party proceed¬ 
ings under Section 4 of the 
Arbitration Ad, claiming it 
wished its dispute with Cleve¬ 
land to be dealt with in arbitra¬ 
tion as there was an arbitration 
clause in the main contract. 


Cleveland contended that if the 
third party proceedings were 
stayed, the very same issues 
would have to be argued out in 
both the court proceedings with 
RGE and in the arbitration pro¬ 
ceedings with Britoil. 

The judge, while appreciating 
the inconvenience which would 
be caused, felt obliged to follow 
the Crouch decision, holding 
that he had no power to open up 
and review the engineer's certifi¬ 
cates, decisions etc. This could 
only be done by an arbitrator. 
The judge reached his conclu¬ 
sions somewhat reluctantly, as 
dearly any decision of the 
arbitrator in relation to the 
engineer’s certificates etc could 
have a decisive effect upon the 
claim by RGE. 

Comment 

While no doubt the problem of 
duplicate proceedings was in 
this case heightened by the 
absence of an arbitration clause 
in the subcontract, even if there 
had been one it would probably 
have resulted in two separate 
arbitration proceedings dealing 
with many of the same factual 
issues unless there was a valid 
joinder clause within the main 
contract and subcontract. 

There is liule doubt that the 
Crouch decision has caused 
enormous complications and 
has markedly increased the risk 


of duplicate proceedings and 
inconsistent findings of fact. 
These problems may sometimes 
be alleviated by arbitration 
clauses containing joinder pro¬ 
visions in the various imer- 
rclated contracts, although this 
is by no means the universal 
answer. Further, if its effect is to 
produce arbitrations with a 
multiplicity of parties, this in 
itself presents other problems in 
the control and management of 
such disputes which appear to 
be more difficult in arbitrations 
than in court proceedings.

Wf III one or two iioiuhL- 
exceptions, architects have 
left suburbia well alone. 
Traditionally the undisputed' 
preserve of spec builders, 
these tracts or semi-d’s have 
long been the target of 
ridicule and abuse by “ser¬ 
ious" professionals, though 
their proliferation is a direct 
reflection of market demand. 

And while little thought was 
ever given to strategic planning, 
the suburbs have been an 
extraordinary popular success. 
Clearly there arc significant 
implications or which a profes¬ 
sion, anxious to improve its 
status,should take cartful note. 

Architects Sean Mudigan and 
alepltcn Donald are among a 
small number of practices 
beginning to use their creative 
talents to develop small sites 
ihat are otherwise regarded as 
liabilities. One such site, in an 
area of relatively high land 
values in Oolders Green,offered 
barely enough space for a single 
detached house, and one boun¬ 
dary was formed by an emban¬ 
kment for twin trucks of the 
Northern Line. 

While it was evidently pos¬ 
sible to build on the site, the 
value of any house would 
inevitably have lo be lowered by 
a considerable sum — the

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Jan Latham reportson a specu lative “one-off designer res ident 


symmetrical in its three level 
compact arrangement facing 
a way from ihc railway lines one 
the north.

Incadc architecture; rnilier. 
I here has been a careful media¬ 
tion between ideal room shapes 
and external composition — 
circctively an expressionist 
response — with none of the 
gimmicks or cliche's or decep¬ 
tions of whut normally passes as 
post-modernism. 

Hie designer Lag docs the 
architects something of a dis¬ 
service What might seem fas¬ 
hionable on one level is nlso 
deeply rooted in the local 
context . Golders Green is one of 
Hie earliest suburbnn districts of 
London and the quality of its 
domestic architecture is uncom¬ 
monly good. Nearby is the 
prototypical Hampstead Gar¬ 
den Suburb, Inidoul by Parket & 
Unwin with a wealth or fine 
buildings, not least being the 
Institute and churches by Lut¬ 
yens in its Central Square. 
Madignn and Donald have been 
particularly conscious of this 
context and see the Belvedere as 
part of a tradition, both in terms 
or architectural form and enter¬ 
prising development. 

The projecting gables and 
articulated roofscape, the high 
eve! of craftsmanship—includ¬ 
ing an elegant etched glass bay 
on the rear — as well as the 
general ordering of priorities 
place the house firmly m the arts’ 
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and crafts garden suburb mould, 
even if rustic sensibilities have 
been usurped inside by the latest 
in high quality European 
fillings, a polished graniie 
kitchen work lop and a purpose 
designed modem; rug to set off 
the Corb chaise longue and 
Eileen Gray table. 

From a distance the house sits 
comfortably and convincingly 
in its context. It conforms with 
most of ihc unwritten rules that 
govern the suburb — in materi¬ 
als, architect urn! language and 
siting — and it responds well to 
longer views from the curving 
road and from a nearby cross¬ 
roads which it addresses axially 
Circulation space Iihs been kept 
t^an absolute minimum by 



placing ihe staircase nnd hall at 
the heart of the triangular plan 
with a projecting glazed semi¬ 
circular bay forming a prom¬ 
inent vertical feature on the rear 
railway elevation. 

Glass artist Ray Bradley was 
contracted to produce etched 
panels Tor this bay. the swirling 
and zigzag motifs of which 
accentuate the dynamism of the 
staircase. Thccentral balustrade 
too works like a piece of kinetic 
sculpture, with its jazzy collage 
of layered steel and timber 
sections.

As wc would expect, the 
lounge is the most special space 
of all. The eight-sided room plan 
is divided by a centra! fireplace 
which stands like a giant H, 
framing glimpses through its top 
and bottom as well as around its 
sides. Behind, a rectangular 
south facing conservatory bay 
is flooded with daylight from 
three sides allowing the room to 
be used comfortably in both 
summer and winter, and diffus¬ 
ing nn ever-changing glow 
through the room. The kitchen/ 
diner is also nn ambiguous 


space, divided bj a central 
worktop wing wit h storage units 
above. And just as the living 
room floor is part polished 
maple and pan carpel, so the 
kitchen area changes from tile to 
carpet. 

The high quality of finishes 
and minimalist fittings ami the 
black edging strips to the 
worktop and wall tiles suggest a 
30s ambience that is accentuated 
by die tubular steel furniture the 
architects have selected to 
furnish the house. Though 
slightly at odds with the arts and 
crafts aesthetic of ihe main 
structure, this has been carried 
through with punache and 
consistency. 

In these somewhat unusual 
circumstances, the designers 
have hud the opportunity to 
indulge in their own stylistic 
preferences — particularly vvidi 
the selection ol furniture (optio¬ 
nal to a buyer) — but they also 
had to invent an imaginary 
client, rich and cultured (and 
without little It furniture), who 
could be their prospective 
purchaser. Speculative house 
building has rarely been so self¬ 
consciously stylish, but then it 
only needed one buyer to relate 
to the place, and that is whnt has 
happened, much to the relief of 
Ihc joint developers. 

Upstairs are four bedrooms, 
two with bathroomsensuiteand 
a separate Hollywood bath¬ 
room with Jucuzzi. The master 
bed room comes ofTbest, itsplan 
reflecting the living room below 
(with a terrace over the conser¬ 
vatory). Aliliesidcs.iwoelegant 
12ft square rooms are formed 
into the two prominent gable 
wings, their ceilings defined by 
the roof shapes. One has a 
t rian gu la r balcony a nd the other 
a shallow curved ledge reflecting 
ihe sweep of the latter-day 
Serlian window. The fourth 
bedroom is only 2 metres wide, 
but it has been planned to work 
as well as possible in the 
curciimstances, (the architects

There is 
little dialogue between the two 
sectors. Bui, at the community 
level women stand at the heart 
til informal organisations which 
are characterised hy clear and 
effective structures and net¬ 
works. Women, therefore, cun 
ucl us key factors in bringing 
together the formal and infor¬ 
mal sectors in an effort to 
achieve truly communitv based 
solutions to shelter problems. 

The value of informal sector 
roles was highlighted by Mic¬ 
hael Cohen, a World Bank 
adviser on water and waste 


management and urban prob¬ 
lems. He asked whether so- 
called appropriate technology 
was always appropriate. In 
water programmes, for inst¬ 
ance. the basic choices arc 
between the “appropriate" 
technology of the hand pump, 
and the “Western" technology 
of mechanical pumps and pipe 
networks. The hand pump is 
cheap and requires liulc main¬ 
tenance. The mechanical system 
is expensive and needs looking 
after. But he cited an example 
Irom Burkina Faso where, 
under the traditional "approp- 
ria te" technology, some women 
spend up (o eight hours a day 
fetching water. Multiplied ann¬ 
ually. it represents thousands of 
hours. Perhaps the price of 
“appropriate” technology in 
such a case is the absolute 
devaluing of women's time. 

M Dr Anje Wiersinga argued, 
women are the main users of
